Leukemia Is Insidious Disease; Victim Becomes 


Pale and,Lethargic 


By DR. MORRIS FISHBEIN

" *, The chronic forms of leukemia us- 


'bally are divided in two types, depend- 
ing "on the extent to which the 'bone 
fnarrow or the lymphatic tissue is in- 
volved. Development of the condition 


' is slow. In fact, the patient frequent- 
" ly -will not consult a doctor until the 


disease is well advanced, because the 


• condition develops so gradually that it 


does not disturb him. 


When he finally calls, the doctor, the 


patient's spleen is found to be greatly 
enlarged and examination of his blood 
Shows the .changes typical of this dis- 


, ease. 
• 
During the gradual development of 


this disease, of course, he.has become 
more pale, lethargic, and weak. Some- 
times it is bleeding from the gums or 
nose, or into the skin, that prompts 
him io summon a physician. 


When his blood is examined, it may 
!be discovered that the amount of red 
biood 'cells or red coloring matter is 
one-fifth or one-third of what his nor- 
mal amount should be, and. instead of 
'having 7500 white blood cells in each 


", cubic millimeter of blood, he has from 
" 100,000 to 300,000. 


' Moreover, the type of white blood 


cells may have changed in the propor- 
tion of one type to another. 


This condition may go on for many 


months, leading gradually, however, 
toward death, because of the difficulty 
of controlling it. 


In the second type of chronic leuke- 


mia, the spleen is not so much involv- 
ed and the changes in the bone mar- 
row are much more significant. Es- 
pecially indicative in this type are 
swellings of the lymph glands, partic- 
ularly those in the neck and near the 
surface of the body in other places. 


In this condition, also, the red blood 


cells and the coloring matter are 
greatly reduced and the number of 
white blood cells is greatly increased. 
In this type, particularly, the kind of 
blood cell known as the lymphocyte 
is increased in number far beyond nor- 
mal and is in fact preponderant above 
every other type of cell. 


Especially significant in the treat- 


ment of these leukemias is use of ra- 
dium and X-ray. In many instances, 
transfusion of blood into the body 
helps overcome the immediate serious- 
ness of the condition.

It has the largest collection of lice 


in the world. 


Before you nod "Yes, yes," and begin 


to identify them by nnme, il should be 
made clear Ihnt what is meant is real, 
literal lice—the rmrasilfK that infest 
men and animals. 


The collection is in the laboratory ol 


CJordon F. Ferris, professor of entomol- 
ogy at Stanford university, who haf 
spent 20 years in his unusual quest. 


They're Aristocrats 


At times Dr. Ferris keeps living lice, 


but Ihe great bulk of his little juiests 
is safely embalmed on microscope 
slides. Ihcse can be 
filed away in 


small space, and the collection that is 
the envy of every other louse fancier 
in the world—four of them, to be exact 
—could bo stowed away in a goml- 
si?cd trunk. 


Considering their humble status, lice 


have quite an 
aristocratic 
lineage. 


Professor Ferris believe.1; they date 
back to the evolutionary period when 
birds and mammals originated. 


They also arc exclusive, and will 


live only on the kind of animal to' 
which they are adapted. A human be- 
ing cannot, acquire lice from a dog, 
says Professor Ferris, nor can a dog 
from u cat. There are believed to be 
about 500 .species, each with its par- 
ticular host, but Ferris has collected 
and studdicd only about 225. The miss- 
ing specimens are from the rarer wild 
animals. 


Louse Like Elephant 


For some strange evolutionary reas- 


on, Haematomy/.us Elephantis, the lit- 
tle chap that infests the elephant, has 
developed a proboscis strikingly sim- 
ilar to the trunk of his host. 


One division of lice is nourished by 


biting the flesh, mil Ihe two species 
which the human race lias to worry 
about are of the sucking varieties. 
They live on blood, and arc carriers of 
the dreaded disease, typhus, which 
causes such ravages in prisons, armies 
and other concentrations of human 
beings. 


"Probably 75 per cent of the human 


race has lice, improbable as il may 
seem to us in the United States," says 
Professor Ferris. "In China and cen- 
tral Asia the condition is probably 
normal. The remedy, however, is sim- 
ple—personal cleanliness." 


Strapped to Wrist 


The life span of lice is from a few 


weeks to three months, but the longest 
Ferris has been able to keep them alive 
in captivity is only two days. Even 
that involves some personal .sacrifice. 
The lice are placed in a .small contain- 
er like a wrist walch-ca.se. with a 
fine screen on top and a piece of chif- 
fon on the bottom. It is then .strapped 
on the arm of the professor or a re- 
search assistant. 


The captive lice con feed through 


the chiffon, but can't migrate. 


Some danger attaches lo this experi- 


ment and extreme precautions arc tak- 
en to obtain insects which are not in- 
fected. One British investigator hap- 
pened to get some typhus-carrying lice. 
The experiment was fatal.

was a heartbreaking race. It literally 
broke the heart of Harry Payne Whit- 
ney, and it broke Whichone so that he 
never went to the post again. Trainer 
Jim Healy believes that it was a pri- 
mary cause in the death of the famous 
sportsman, which came two months 
later from heart failure. Healy was 
for scratching Whichone, but Whitney 
had too long dreamed of beating Gal- 
lant Fox. 


It was while grieving over Which- 


one's loss that Whitney relegated a 
youngster named Equipoise to his sec- 
ond string, not knowing that in him 
he had a true champion and the best 
he had ever bred. Nor did he live long 
enough to find it out. 


Whichone was a fragile colt and his 
ailure came in his inability to carry 
is terrific speed without cracking up.

In the Belmont Futurity, Whichone 


became the first two-year-old to win 
more than $100,000' in a single race. It 
ictted $105,730, the richest prize in its 
ong history. Horses bred by Whitney 
amed $825,374 in 1929, a. world record. 
Whichone was as fast as lightning 


and there were few to claim that lie 
was hot the year's outstanding juve- 
nile. Those few believed Boojum was 
he finest. But Whitney had no doubt 
about the matter. To him, Whichone 
was the grandest horse he had ever 
jred. 


Whichone was carefully 
prepared 


during the winter. It was decided that 
le would not try for the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness, but would be 
reserved for the Withers and Belmont 


takes. As it happened, this left the 
brmer two at the mercy of Gallant 
Fox, a colt which improved mira- 
culously over the winter.

Gallant Fox's victories in the Derby 


and Preakness were so easily accom- 
plished that the racing public im- 
nediately installed him as the cham- 
pion of the year, and one of the best of 
all time.
